II.  RELIABILITY t SOURCE  was  extremely  cooperative,  even  profuse  in  f n3Werin>< 
questions  and  recounting  the  events  surrounding  the  sighting.  He  had  been  somewhat 
disappointed  that  the  Air  Force  had  apparently  ab^ndon^  further  inquli'y  into  the 
‘^Flying  Saucer**  and  expressed  satisfaction  and  enthusiasm  that  investigation  was  to 
be  r einstituted • Ha  stated  that  as  soon  as  the  negatives  of  the  ‘'Saueex**  were  deve— 
3,oped,  he  took  them  to  the  offices  of  ”Life**  magasine  and  to  the  '^aw  York  -Toumal 
iiiaericaa.  Both  organizations  declined  to  publish  them,  the  letter  insictlng  that  wat- 
er vapor  on  the  camera  lens  had  caused  the  ” Saucer**  effect.  Finally,  the  Hew  York 
w'orld  Telegram  agreed  to  publish  the  pictiiros  together  with  «n  article  on  the  sight- 
ing. Source  stated  that  subsequent  to  publication  of  the  article,  ho  received  ifiany 
requests  for  prints  of  the  picture  of  the  ** Saucer”  and  that  he  was  cirrently  filling 
thowso  requests  on  a cost  basis.  In  the  course  of  conversation,  Soiurce  mentioned  th*  t 
he  had  been  Interested  la  ** Saucer  Phenomena”  for  some  time  prior  to  the  actu  -1  sight- 
ing.  lie  is  now  participating  more  actively, , attending  "Saucer  Club”  nettings,  etc. 
Continuing  in  this  veii,  the  Source  demonstrated  more  than  a cursory  knowle<lge  of 
tiie  terminology  and  more  notorious  names  of  **Flying  Saucer*'  literature,  e,.g»  Adams- 
!ci,  Kayhoe,  Vaath.  Throughout  the  intarvivw,  it  was  obvious  th/it  Soiirce  Is  enjoying 
the  publicity  and  speculation  caused  by  his  sighting.  In  view  of  the  above,  con- 
sidering what  might  be  termed  a neurotic  susceptibility  to  give  credence  to  "Flying 
Saucers,”  Source  is  considered  to  be  of  extremely  dubious  reliability.
